2. A card shuffler as claimed in claim 1, characterized in 
that the receiving means for a card storage means (42, 42') 
comprises two alignment pins (100) . 
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A card shuffler \s claimed in claim 1 or 2, characterized 
in that the card storage means (42) for shuffled cards is 
provided for the stacVwise removal of cards (13) with a U- 
shaped table (43) for \eceiving the cards (13) whose one 
wall adjacent to the output device' comprises a - slot for 
pushing through the cards (\3) which is in alignment with 
the nip gap of the grip rollers\ ( 4 0 ) . 



4. A card shuffler as claimed in claim 1 or 2, characterized 
in that the card storage means (42\) for the one-by-one 



removal of cards is provided with a 
adjacent to the nip gap of the grip

42') are formed by^k recess in the basic body (1) in which 
a card storage means (42, 42') can be inserted and can be 
latched by means of storing-loaded latching bodies.
